This week's column 
presents some holiday gift 
ideas for people who col-
lect money--or just like 
the stuff. 

* Water domes: For a salute to 
the common man who struck it 
rich, shake the dome and watch 
miniature "greenbacks" float 
around Mr. Monopoly. It's an 
offbeat desk ornament for anyone 
who wants to proclaim an inter-
est in money. 

The water dome costs $19.95 
plus shipping charges from the 
American Numismatic Associa-
tion Museum Store, 818 N. Cas-
cade Ave., Colorado Springs, 
Colo.

* Banks: The ANA Museum 
Store also offers an alternative to 
the traditional piggy bank--a 
coin bank ($8.95 plus shipping) 
that looks like "A Guide Book of 
United States Coins," the hobby's 
famous "Red Book." The locka-
ble bank--designed for the 
younger set--is dubbed "A Guide 
to Saving United States Coins." 

* Postcards: Collectors can 
write to their friends on colorful 
postcards, each depicting a piece 
of foreign paper money ranging 
from a Chinese yuan to a Polish 
zloty. A package of five cards 
costs $2 plus shipping from the 
ANA Museum Store. 

* Ties: The Museum Store 
again is selling two types of po-
lyester ties, one depicting dollar 
signs and the other tiny money 
bags and the words "Buy Low, 
Sell High." The ties ($18 each 
plus shipping) in navy blue with 
green embroidery ranked as one 
of the ANA'S more popular gift 
items last December. 

* Shorts: Collectors who want 
to dream about rare coins might 
prefer sleeping in boxer shorts 
imprinted with red and black 
logos of Coin World, a weekly 
hobby newspaper. The cotton 
shorts come in four sizes, each 
costing $19.50, and have heavy 
duty waistbands and double 
stitched side seams.
